membership who would like to go voluntarily to Germany, so that re- 
cruitment should not be taking place by official agancies but in 
coffee houses, 

In these coffee houses, of course, there would be cortain 
expenses, and these expenses had to be compensated for, so the age 
for recruitment should reccive a promium and eventually a glass of 
wine or some liquers, 

That manner of doing this I did not like very much, but I 
was in such difficultics in the face of the demands put to me that 
I agreed, without intoncing, of course, that at any time the con- 
cept of shanghai-ing, with its reniniscenecs of overscas, and so 
forth, would be taken into consideration.

g2inst the State and on the basis o: !y opinion about the ethies of work, I havi 
never carried out ceport.:tion, but tiose workers which coe through my office -- 
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thet was the point which I ade to Hitlor and it was not easy. I have giver, 
all forcign workers legal contracts whether they cane there voluntarily cor on 
the basis of the Germin lsbor « lig-tions, the sxme pay anc the sone nutrition 
as the German workers. That is hy I rejected that concept of Qcportation for i 
way of work and my program but the weportations, of which I was informed only 
here in its terrible extent and with the transport of these workers, I had noth 
to do and to that I ean testify to my best conscicnee, 

You have pointed out repeatedly that these workcrs had to be brought 
to Germany under all circumstances; that one hed to proceed ruthics 
it was an absolute necessity to bring these workers in. Docs that show thet you 
agrecd with such measures? 

I should like to be permitted to point cut the following differentia- 
tions: Without 2 doubt, from various cocumcnts, my directives anc instructions 
ean be scen--only some could bu issued by me because I had no aachinery of my 
own; a11 these directives from the very beginning prescribe 2 Lleugal treatment 
and just treatment. It is correct, however, that I had to repeat thet words " 
uncer 211 conditions" in ay correspondence with Gernon offiecs which the Fuchre 
had used, speaking to me; that I have use the word "ruthlessly" is also correc’ 
to German officers but not with respect to the brentment of workcrs but with 
respect to the mony orgunents, ci S anc bickering which came from the Germa: 
offices which thy had amongst themselves and against me <= to a large number, 
to a large extent,. they dic not understand thetmeaning of the use cf manpower 
during war time. On the port of the military, the army conmanders very often 
told me, for instance, that it was senseless that I brought these peaple to Ger.

this Russian army should join their army. I rejected that, I dic not consider il 


correct, I did not consider thea reliable en ugh cither, Those were the points 


against which I had to proceed ruthlessly, German officials were coneernce with 
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Q Were there other causes leading to tle transportation 
of hurian beings to Gornany? 

A Yes, there .were others, but only indirectly --that is, 
not insediately, but only indirecctly--in connection with tho use 
of manpower, and which were very surprising to me in many instances 
Those were cases concerned with the evacuation of nilitary zones, 
which very often care surprisingly; that is, with a very short tine 
for preparation, it was indicated that those territorics had to be 
ovacus ted, 

Then, in the course of carrying out the evacuation, it was 
the task of the local labor officcs to put the population of those 
evacuated areas to work in arcas in the rear, or, as far as they 
could be used in Gotuany, to bring then to Geruany,.

“a Yose I had about four conversations with Rosenberg, at 
his request, and he told no about those bad conditions, There was 
ho coubt on my part that such conditions could not be justified, 


Q Did he speak about Koch?

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A We dealt mostly with the Reich Commissariat, Ukraine. 
There were considerable differences between East Minister Rosenborg 
and Reichs Commissar Koch. 

Q Could you do anything against Koch? 

A Koch was not subordinate to mo, neither directly nor 
indirectly, and I could not give hin any directives in such natters, 
I had him know, from the outset, that I could not agree with such 
measures as I had heard about through Rosenberg, although I 
received any proof. 

Koch was of the opinion--and he oxplained thet in his lotters 
to Rosenborg--that in his territory he was the solo authority. He 
also pointed that out to ne. 

Q Didn't Rosenberg sce the cause for thoso conditions 
the fact that your demands were too high?

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BY DR. SERVATIUS: 

Q If you will look at this document, it is a report of the RSHA 
dated the 18th January 1943, It concerns itself with concentration camps 
Herzogenbusch. Then this camp will be equipped as a transit camp." Was 
that a place where your workers were sent? 

A +he manpower had nothing to do with concentration camps at all, 
It was not a transit camp for workers but was a transit camp for inmates 
of coneentration campse I did not know Hout this. I never had to concern 
myself with these transit camps and would not have dealt with them. 

Q We have a report by the French Government under the sign of 
UK-78 and French document, FR=27. The heading is, "Third Study." It is 
a comprehensive report and I shall quote according to my notes. Approx- 
imately the following was said: 

"Immediately upon their arrival the workers were taken to those more 
or less slave markets to be sorted out. Conditions of life were deplorable 
there." 


Was that a transit camp under your jurisdiction? 


A It is absolutély impossible that any of my camps would be de- 


scribed in such a way. 

Q How was the distribution of the workers carried out, that is, 
in practice? I should like refer once more to the Molotov report, 
USSR=51. The Soviet Delegation have told me that this document was 
submitted under this document exhibit number, In this report it says that 
the workers were the slave market and were sold for ten to twenty 
marks. Comment on this, pleases 

A I believe each German entrepreneur who received these workers, 
either indvstrial or agricultural, can be a witness to the fact that any 
Such proceeding never took place, that through the authorities of the 
Reich Minirtry it would bot have been conceivable to institute such slave 

that these workers who were put at the disposal of the State 

.2 conditions of work and the same contract as the German workers 
themselves. Of course, there were some alight changes in some cases, but 
in no case were they treated as slaves without pay, without contract, 


without sickness insurance, without accident insurance. They were never 
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put to work that way, and that may be seen from my directives and the 
directives issued by the “abor Minister. And this can be proved through 
these directives and decrees which were iss ed. 

Q “hat were the general conditions of life of the foreign 
workers in Germany? 

A The conditions that applied generally to foreign workers in 
Germany, as far as the workers were recruited through the authorities, 
the conditions were exactly the same as those that applied to German 
workers when they were in these campSe Conditions of life, of course, were 
dictated, of course, by the war, and during the war the same limitations 
applied to these people as the limitations that applied to the German pop~ 
ulation in var. And the adjutant of Baldur, von Schirach at Vienna, a 
man unknown to me, cited Conditions, and these Conditions applied in 
other German cities, 

Q Well, how sbout protective measures in these camps? 

A In the camps «= 

I mean*generally, of course, first of all, 
Protective measures were the responsibility of the police, not 

mine. The camps were Subordinate to the industries which they worked for, 

Q Now, + shall have a document put before you, Document ECH68.

S document and the views expressed theres 

A First of all, I should like to point out that it is dated the 6th 
of March, 191, that is, it is more than a year before I assumed offices. Such 
& nonsensical and impossible decree was never made known to me durin ng my term 
of offices 

Since I am now being confronted with the document and an Seeing it, I 
should like to refer to the decrees which I issued independently of the past, 
the fact that prior decrees were sv nerseded and no longer valid. 
of such nonsensical decrees and directives, no matter which agency inthe Reich 
issued them, my decrees were published in this manual. Becavse of the time 
factor and because of my respect for the Tribunal, I shall not ask that the 
Tribunal look at all of them, but I should ask thatI be permitted to quote just 
one sentence from the manifest which has already been referred to, in order to 
refute the nonsense. The manifest says that just and fair treatment be 
accorded to these workers and that the directives and their supplements be 
issued at least every three months to the people in charge of enterprisese 
The people in charge were reminded of these decxees and thet adherence to these 
decrees and directives was to be kept in mind all the time. 

Q Does the manifest close therewith? 

A That is a paragraph from the mani: fest, dealing with the just and 
humane treatment of these workers, that they were to have food and free time 
and so forthe 

Q You issmed many, many decrees and directivese Was there any 
resistance towards your basic directives, and if so, what did you do there 
upon? 


A As soon as I noticed that there was resistance, naturally I 


emphasized my decrees and referred to them, for these decrees had been approvec 


by t he Fuehrer and were to apply to my sphere of influence. 


Q As far as care and welfare wore concerned, did the DAF play a part? 
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And what was the task of the Deutsche Arbeits Front? 


A The task of the DAF was the care of German workers and the looking 


after their interest, as such; as a matter of course, it hed to concern itself 
with the welfare of foreign workers as welle That was its natural task, tovork 
along the lines of and to be a corrective measure when it came to administrative 
positions, a function carricd out in other cowmtrics by unionse 

Q What task did the entrepreneurs have? 

A Entrepreneurs had the task, as far as their enterpr 
concerned, of regulating the total production, and of course, they were 
responsible for their workers and the foreign workers which had boon assigned 
to theme 

Q Were they responsible in the first place or was the German Labor 
Front responsible? 


A The first line of responsibility remained with the entrepreneurs. 
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Q Now, the workers mostly werc housed in camSe Who guided the 


installations of these camps? 


A The direction and installation of these camps, inthe final 


analysis, was under the Deutsche Gowerbeaufsicht (German Trade Qupervision), 


and that was under the German Labor Ministrye Gewerbeaufsicht had to survey 
the measures of compulsion used by entrepreneurs and people who did not comply 
with the regulations and used compulsione 

Q Did you yourself take measures to dispose of conditions in the camps? 

A I dealt withthe camps, but all of these actions wore realized by 
the German Labor Ministry, whitch was the competent authoritye 

Q What were the living conditions within the camps? Who was 
responsible there? 

A In the camps the person who wns responsible was the Camp Commandant. 
This person, in agreement with the DeAeF. and the works manager, was put in 
service, and to my Imowledge -~ this was not my sphere of influence -- this 
man had to be confirmed and certified to by the Security Divisione 

Q You are talking about the Sicherheitsbehoerde. Tha is, the 
Security authorities. To what extent was thk police active in the surveillance 
of these camps and the keeping of discipline ? 

A As far as discipline was concerned, that was the task of the Camp 
Commandant, and it did not have any connection with the police. In my 
opinion, as is true in every state, the police had surveillance and control 
rights, and the nature of the industry was to be kept secrete Beyond that, 
the police h2d no functions 

Q Were these caips shut off from the outside world? How were things 
like that when you asswned office? 

A When I assumed office, the camps of the Easterh workers were shut 
off from the world, and they were sur=oundert with barbed wires. To me, this 
idea was incompatible with producing work, and I worked with much energy against 
this shutting off, and I brought this about, so that there was no barbed wire 
used, and other measures which were to limit the Eastern workers I tricd to 
do away with, so that the picture which was presented yesterday actually 


was realizede I wanted a willingness to work and I considered that anything 
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other than what I wanted would be incompatible with the work problem. 

Q As far as the food problem is concerned, how was the nutrition of 
these foreign workers? 

A The feeding of these foreign workers coincided with the bases that 
applicd to the feeding of the German people, and the people who had to vork 


hardest received additional food. 


Q Did this actually apply and obtain when you assumed office? 
4 When I assuxed office and received the order frontho Fuehrer that 
in addition tothe foreign workers who wore already in the Reich, I was to 
bring in another quota of foreign workers, the first step which I took was to 
visit the Reich Nutriéion Minister, for to me it was a matter of course that 
bringing in of foreign workrs would, first of all, entail a feeding problen, 
and that this was the first probhem, for noorly fed workers, even if they 


want to, cannot turn out satisfactory work, In many, many conversations, 


and roferring to the Roichsrarshal and the Fuehrer, I brought about the feeding 


schedule that was put down in laws. It was not easy to do this, for feeding 


in Germany was always a difficult problem, but without these laws it would not 
have been possible for me to carry through my taske

THE PRESIDENT: 19? 

DR. SERVATIUS: In my documer" book, Number 19 in the first document 
book, page 54e Only a portion of this is in print. This is a copy of adecree 
and letter to the Gauleiter Offices 1 Gquleiterse It says the following; 

"If in a Gau district the statement was recently mades Should any one 
in the Gau have to freeze next wint the first ones to frecze should be the 
Russians (that is the Russian civili: laborers mobilized for work inthe Gau), 
such an utterance shows plainly that in that region of the Gau the contact 
between the administrative office of labor mObilization and the competent 
political offices is as yet not close enough; for it is one of the most 
important tasks in the mobilization of labor and in the ecllaboration between 
you and the Gauleiters as mydputiecs for the mobilization of labor, to see t 
it that the foreign labor recruited “or work in the German armament industry 
and food economy be looked after in sch manner as to enable them to give the 
maximuii in efficiencye It would therefore be entirely wrong to think of 
protection against want only for German fellow countrymen, and to be satisfied 
unhesitatingly with inadequate edaiceat r laborers of foreign origins 
On the contrary, the need is to be * are constantly of the fact that in order

to bring about victory, a maximum of efficiency must be demanded not cnly of 
the German fellow comtrymen but al of the foreign workers, and that it would 
be absurd first to go to the expense which is considerable for Gcrman 
economy of hauling foreign labor into the country, to arrange for work and then 
to fail in their proper care, with a resultant decline in their efficiency 
or possibly even their ruing" 

In conclusion, there is a request to follow the decrees of Sauckele 
BY DRe SERVATIUS: 


Q How about the clothing o* forcign workers? 
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A The clothing of forcign 1. rkers from the Western regions gave us 


relatively little trouble, for these workers had comparatively good clothing, 


but the clothing of the Eastern workers was a probleme On behalf of the 
Eastern workers, I applied for a quota of clothing for them, applying to 
two and a half million workers, that they receive a complete change of under 
and outer clothing, For that, 10,009 workers were required to supply this 
quota of clothing, as well as 30,000 tons of raw materials. Therefore, all 
pessible concern was taken for the c..othing, and this clothing actually was 
issucde 

DRe SERVATIUS: french Delegation submitted the document RF No.5. 
This is a recruiting statoment "Fo “gners work in Germany." I submitted this, 
and the High Tribunal again took of*‘cial notice of this decumente I should 
like to submit it again and refer to three pictures contained therein, 
The essential thing about these pictures is that the workers coming from the 
East, many of them, arrived barefoot, and later we see pictures where these 
female workers are secn well dressed, working in Germany , where it can be
